Police who confronted a 
woman holding what ap¬ 
peared to be a black hand¬ 
gun — but later turned out 
to be a toy — had no op¬ 
tion but to shoot her, says 
a group that investigates 
serious police actions in Al¬ 
berta. 

“Fve concluded that the 
police officers involved in 
this ... shooting acted law¬ 
fully and their actions were 
justified,” Clifton Purvis, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Al¬ 
berta Serious Incident 


Response Team, said yester¬ 
day. “This finding does not 
diminish the tragedy of her 
death and our sympathies 
go out to her friends and 
family.” Purvis outlined 
what happened on the af¬ 
ternoon of Jan. 16 at a 
northeast Edmonton apart¬ 
ment building. Bernadette 
Auger, 48, was extremely 
drunk — her blood alcohol 
level was nearly three times 
the legal limit — and she 
was brandishing what 
looked like a gun at police 


and others in her building. 

The gun was later found 
to be a toy pistol with the 
name of a well-known 
handgun manufacturer and 
model number on it. An or¬ 
ange plug placed on toy 
guns when they leave the 
factory had been removed. 

“Fve concluded that... it 
would have been impossi¬ 
ble to identify that the pis¬ 
tol she was holding was a 
toy as opposed to a real 
firearm,” Purvis said.

Statistics Canada is taking 
to the streets to survey 
Canadians on physical 
health measures. 

More than 400 residents 
of Edmonton and the sur¬ 
rounding municipalities 
have taken part in health 
interviews over the past 
three weeks and are now 
invited to take a physical 
test in the Canadian Health 
Measures Survey’s (CHMS) 
mobile clinic. 

“The survey is ... taking 
direct physical measure¬ 
ments, such as blood pres¬ 
sure, height, weight and 
physical fitness,” said Scott 


McLean of Statistics Cana¬ 
da. “The survey is also col¬ 
lecting blood and urine 
samples to test for markers 
of chronic and infectious 
disease, nutritional status 
and environmental con¬ 
taminants.” 

This is the second time 
CHMS has collected data in 
the region, having done a 


round of testing in 2008. 

“This survey is different 
because of the direct meas¬ 
ures,” said Dr. Gloria Keays, 
associate medical officer of 
health for Alberta Health 
Services. 

“It goes beyond just ask¬ 
ing people questions about 
their diet, how they live 
and what they do.”

Suncor Energy says it has 
taken a step toward trans¬ 
forming one of its ugly 
duckling oilsands tailings 
ponds into an environmen¬ 
tally benign swan. 

The oilsands giant is to 
announce next week that it 
is the first company in Al¬ 


berta to successfully re¬ 
claim a tailings pond. The 
2 .2-square-kilometre area 
has been filled in and land¬ 
scaped with 630,000 newly 
planted trees, bushes and 
shrubs. 

“This has not been done 
before,” Suncor spokesman 


Dany Laferriere said. “We 
have said that we could do 
it and this goes to show 
that reclaiming tailings 
ponds is possible and we 
are doing it.” 

Suncor says it will con¬ 
tinue developing the site 
over the next 10 to 15 years 


into a mixed forest with 
wetlands that can support 
wildlife, including water- 
fowl. The company ac¬ 
knowledges that it has 
moved much of the toxic 
liquid tailings to some of 
the other eight ponds it op¬

When it comes to cyber 
crime, almost all Canadi¬ 
ans expect they will be vic¬ 
tims but almost half think 
it’s OK to “steal” movies 
and music online, a survey 
suggests. 

“It is gloomy,” said Lynn 
Hargrove, director of con¬ 
sumer solutions for 
Symantec Canada, an an¬ 
tivirus software maker 
which did a global study 
on cyber crime’s human 
impact. 

“It’s almost all of us. I 
think they have more of a 
sense of online doom,”

Hargrove noted that or¬ 
ganized crime can put mal¬ 
ware on content that is 
being downloaded for free, 
leaving people exposed to 
having their personal in¬ 
formation silently stolen. 

Other ethical questions 
found that 11 per cent of 
those surveyed thought it 
was OK to impersonate 
someone online and 12 per 
cent thought it was OK to 
browse someone else’s 
files and email.

With the 100,000 bar¬ 
rels of oil per day equiva¬ 
lent from Jackpine now 
online, total production by 
the Shell-operated 

Athabasca oilsands project 
has increased to a quarter 
of a million barrels per 
day. 

Shell’s total production 
was 3.11 million barrels of 
oil and equivalents per day 
in the second quarter. 

Shell has invested heavi¬ 
ly in new production ca¬ 



pacity throughout the 
downturn after an ac¬ 
counting scandal in 2004 
forced it to slash proven 
reserves. 

The company’s produc¬ 


tion has been declining for 
nearly a decade but Shell 
expects it to rise more 
than 10 per cent by 2012 
from 2009 levels. 

“The Jackpine mine is a 
tremendous addition to 
our oilsands portfolio,” 
Marvin Odum, Shell up¬ 
stream Americas director 
and president of Shell Oil 
Co., said in a news release. 

“Canada’s oilsands are 
an important source of en¬ 
ergy in a world with in¬ 
creasing energy needs,” 
Odum added. “Shell is 
committed to developing 
this resource responsibly 
and to pursuing opportuni¬ 
ties to reduce the impacts 
of our oilsands opera¬ 
tions.”

Some sweet science news: 
Researchers have released 
a nearly complete map of 
the DNA of the tree that 
produces chocolate. 

The project to map the 
cacao genome was funded 
by candy maker Mars Inc. 
It finished the sequence 
just two years into what 
was supposed to be a five- 
year project. 

Mars, the maker of 
Snickers, M&Ms and other 
candies, says it hopes the 
results could someday 
lead to more robust, high¬ 
er-yielding and drought- 
and disease-resistant 
trees. 

An estimated three mil¬ 
lion tons of cocoa is 
produced globally every 


year, produced primarily 
by small farms.

Salahis were able to get in¬ 
to the White House and so 
close to the president with¬ 
out being on a guest list 
prompted changes to secu¬ 
rity policies, the punish¬ 
ment of three 
Secret Service of¬ 
ficers and a crim¬ 
inal 

investigation 
that hasn’t yet 
led to charges. 

Multiple scle¬ 
rosis, Salahi says, 
explains her rail- 
thin physique. 
She rejects sug¬ 
gestions by oth¬ 
ers that she suffers from 
an eating disorder. 

Salahi, 44, and a central 
figure on Bravo’s reality 
show Real Housewives of 
D.C., was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis when 
she was 28, according to 
the book. 

Her symptoms include 
tingling sensations and ex¬ 
haustion, especially in 
stressful situations.

He’s an uncontested mas¬ 
ter with a pen and sketch¬ 
book, on which he’s been 
rattling off blockbuster 
ready-to-wear and haute 
couture collections for 
decades. But Chanel de¬ 
signer Karl Lagerfeld is also 
gifted with a camera. 

A new Paris exhibition 
showcases the gamut of 
Lagerfeld’s photography, 
from his commercial work 
for Chanel to celebrity por¬ 
traits for magazines to 
more experimental land¬ 
scapes and architectural 
pieces. 

The show — which 
kicked off Tuesday with a 
star-studded and Cham¬ 
pagne-soaked opening at 
the Maison Europeene de 
la Photographie — brings 
together about 300 of the 
designer’s shots in the 
largest-ever exhibit of his 
photographs. 

Lagerfeld first took up 
photography in 1987, and 
the show, “Parcours de tra¬ 
vail,” or “Career Path,” 
features sober landscapes 
as well as portraits soaked 
in eye-popping colours or 
printed on glitter-covered 
paper. 

There are, of course, the 
obligatory fashion photos. 
Lagerfeld, who designs for 
Chanel, Italian fashion 
house Fendi and his own 
signature line, has long 
shot the press kits for the 
labels, churning out photos 
of models sporting clothes 


from his collections. 

From there, he 
branched out into ad cam¬ 
paigns for the lines. (He is 
behind Chanel’s latest 
campaign featuring waifs 
sporting Chewbacca fake- 
fur skirt suits as they 
lounge on New York City 
fire escapes.)

Toni Westbrook-VanCleavc 
was only six at the time, but 
she still remembers Marilyn 
Monroe strapping on a toy 
gun belt and playing cow¬ 
boys and Indians with her 
young brother during a 
break in filming of The Mis¬ 
fits. 

Like other residents of 
the small northern Nevada 
town of Dayton, she had no 
clue of the demons that 
drove Monroe to be consis¬ 
tently late on the set, caus¬ 
ing frustrating delays for 
director John Huston and 
co-stars Clark Gable and 
Montgomery Clift. 

“She was gorgeous, very 
sweet, naive,” recalled Van- 
Cleave, who was a $10-a-day 
extra during a rodeo scene. 
“She wasn’t snobby.” 


In testimony to 
the public’s en¬ 
during fascina¬ 
tion with Monroe, 
VanCleave and 
other locals will 
gather Saturday 
and Sunday in 
Dayton, about 40 
miles southeast of 
Reno, to mark the 
50th anniversary 
of filming for the 
last complete movie for 
both Monroe and Gable. 

Residents of Dayton, 
then an agricultural com¬ 
munity of about 250, turned 
out en masse in 1960 to 
serve as extras or watch the 
filming, and those who are 
still around rave about the 
cast’s friendliness and acces¬ 
sibility. The town has since 


mushroomed into a Reno 
bedroom community of 
more than 10,000. 

“It was a big deal to have 
these Hollywood legends in 
town for a month or so. It's 
a source of pride for us," 
said Laura Tennant of the 
Historical Society of Dayton 
Valley, the celebration’s 
sponsor. 


Filmed almost exclusive¬ 
ly around Dayton and Reno 
in July-October 1960. the 
movie was plagued by al¬ 
most daily delays caused by 
Monroe’s pill-popping to 
fall asleep and wake up, 
said Curtice Taylor, a New 
York photographer and son 
of Misfits producer Frank 
Taylor, the associated press

It sounds like the plot 
from Bond movie — an in¬ 
ternational team of seven 
key figures who have the 
power to switch off the In¬ 
ternet. 

Except this is real life 
and Anne-Marie Eklund 
Lowinder, head of quality 
and security at domain 
name foundation .SE, re¬ 
ally does have that power 
over the world wide web. 

She is one of seven peo¬ 
ple around the world en¬ 
trusted with a secret code 
key which would allow 
her to close down and ‘re¬ 
boot’ the Internet in the 
event of a disaster. 

She spoke to Metro 
Sweden’s Rickard Lind- 
holm: 

You are one of seven 
people who can “save 
the Internet” — how? 

The international organi¬ 
zation called ICANN start¬ 
ed the project on the 
initiative of the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Commerce. 

In the U.S. there are two 
operational centres, one 
on the East coast and one 
on the West coast where 
the code keys are updated 
four times a year and if 
the Internet was attacked 
three of the seven people

who have access to the 
code key need to get to 
one of the operation cen¬ 
tres to restore the system.

If three of the seven with 
code key access couldn't 
get to the place to restore 
the system there are an¬ 
other seven back-up peo¬ 
ple. 

If nobody manages to 
get there, if the U.S. for 
example closed its bor¬ 
ders, ICANN can still drill 
open the safes and restore 
the system. 

So, they've got it cov¬ 
ered from all angles. 

What would happen if 
the system wasn't updat¬ 
ed for some reason? 

Eventually the screens 
would go black, the code 
keys must be updated. 



What does DNSSEC 
mean? 

DNS is a data base that 
translates domain names 
to IP addresses and that 
has worked fine for more 
than 20 years, but a cou¬ 
ple of years ago a new 
way to attack this system 
pretty easily and quickly 
was discovered.

Betsy Burnham loves de¬ 
signing bedrooms for 
young children. But be¬ 
fore she can begin, she 
sometimes has to steer 
clients away from painful¬ 
ly cute design ideas. 

“I don’t like cutesy 
things — the murals, the 
Disney things,” says Burn¬ 
ham, an interior designer 
based in Los Angeles. 

“Why give them a real¬ 
ly babyish room, when it’s 
so expensive to change 
everything” as the kids 
grow older? 

Many parents feel obli¬ 
gated to stick with colours 
and imagery commonly 
associated with little kids. 
“But when you do that,” 
says designer Brian 
Patrick Flynn, founder of 
decordemon.com, “you 
create a powder keg, be¬ 
cause then you have to re¬ 
decorate when they get 
bigger.”

Flynn, Burnham and 
HGTV’s latest Design Star 
winner, Emily Henderson, 
share their advice: 

BREAK THE RULES 

Forget the typical pas¬ 
tels and primary colours. 
Flynn loves vibrant or¬ 
anges and greens for kids’ 
bedrooms: “They’re high 
energy, but totally gender- 
neutral.” 

White and brown are 
also a great combination, 
he says, because you can 
accessorize them with a 
range of other colours as 
the child’s taste changes. 

SKIP THE KIDDIE FURNI¬ 
TURE 

Burnham says a dresser 
with a changing pad on 
top can be a functional 
and stylish alternative to a 
traditional changing 
table. 

And rather than buying 
a prefab kids’ table and 
chairs set, Henderson rec¬ 
ommends hunting at flea 


markets for vintage 
school chairs and desks. 

No need to buy a tod¬ 
dler bed: Your child does¬ 
n’t need one. 

“If you invest in a cou¬ 
ple of really nice twin 
beds, or just one twin 
bed,” Burnham says, you 
can probably turn that 
bed into a daybed once 
the child moves on to a 
full- or queen-size bed.” 

KEEP THE CHARACTERS IN 
THE TOYBOX 

“Buy them a Buzz 
Lightyear toy,” says Burn¬ 
ham, “but don’t put Buzz 
Lightyear all over the 
walls.” 

Many kids’ rooms these 
days look like advertise¬ 
ments for popular li¬ 
censed characters. 

Nothing dates a room 
more than focusing it on 
one character — within a 
few years, your child will 
be into something new 
and you’ll be stuck with 
the redecorating bill.
